The little fishing steamer Rosemary, of 
Sambro, reaching the scene first, teok 
off the City of Sydney's thirteen passen- 
gers and part of the crew of thirty-five | ¥ 
and sto by to render further assist- 
ance. Other rescue steamers and t 
ordered out from Halifax were u 
to venture in among the treacherous 
shoals in the thick fog, and were forced 
to stand by the wreck until the weather 
mtn when the others of the crew were 

off. 'The ship is a total wreck. 

The heaviest part of the night's work

injury when College-Hall, the oldest of 
the: Wellesley College buildings,- was 
burned to-day. Two hundred and fifty 
young woman students, fifty instructors, 
and fifty maids were.in their beds) when 
the fire was discovered. Every one was 
saved,,and none. of the. scores who 
marched in an orderly procession 
» through smoky hallways suffered so 
muchas: a singed curl. ; 

The building was left a blackened 
shell by the flames. Within its: crum- 
bled. walls was: wreckage representing 
a loss of $900,000. Of this amount $100,- 
000 was the estimated value of the per- 
sonal..property of the inmates, nearly 
all of whom left in scanty attire. Louis 
K. Morse, Treasurer of the Board of 
Trustees, said. to-night that the college 
would redqver perhaps $600,000 of its 
loss through insurance. 
‘Miss. Ellen Fitz Pendleton, 
of the institution, said: 

‘*Although we have not as yet made 
any definite plans to rebuild College 
Hall, we shall, of course, erect, another 
structure in the near future.” 


College Closed Until April 7. 


‘On account of the fire the entire col- 

lege was ordered closed .until April 7, 
the end of the regular Easter recess. 
Nearly 1,000 of the 1,300 young women 
had left for their hames.to-night. Many 
who had rooms in College Hall went 
in borrowed clothing, | It df@ not .al- 
as well as its wear- 
ers desired, but they departed ~- with 
laughing farewells, little depressed by 
their experience. 2 

President Pendleton took occasion to 
praise ‘‘the sanity and courage shown 
by the. students in leaving the burning 
building as extraordinary.” 

** Never before,’’ she said, ‘“ has there 
foeen such a fire, with similar condi- 
tions, without a loss of life or injury to 
sethe one. The obedience to the fire 
drill was a credit to the .college. There 
Were no screams or cries heard, and 
this in. itsself showed perfect and mar- 
velous control.”’ 

Coneae Hall, had

In coOmmenting yesterday upon the 
amendments: to his police bills as adopt- 
ed by the Assembly Cities Committee at 
Albany, Mayor itche]l said that there 
was. a “silent hierarchy of graft”’’ in 
the Police Department and that the 
passage of the bills would go far to 
eliminate: it. 
“I approve of the amendments,’ said 
the Mayor. ‘‘ They leave out any court 
review, establish a Board of Review, and 
leave final disposal with the Mayor. I 
accept them. They were not in the 
original bill, and possibly, if the mat- 
ter had been left to me, the, bill would 
have. been as drawn originally. How- 
ever, I guess they are good ameénd- 
ments, and they put the power and re- 
sponsibility in’ the Potice Department 
where it belongs. I assume the Assem- 
bly will pass the bills this week and 
that they will. go through the Senate 
next. week. I consider that the indica- 
tions -now f&re pretty. good for their 
passage. : 
**=t never said Tammany opposed the 
bills, as“a body. Tammany ought not 
to” oppose them. I.beHeve that many 
Tammany and -Democratic members in 
the Senate will vote for the bills. Sen- 
ator Wagner told me he would support 
them... I don’t think Tammany, if it 
wisely considers its own selfish interests, 
will care to place itself on record 
against the bills.” :

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PRIVATE BANKERS 


Sent to “ Graveyard ’’ Calendar 
by Repeated Republican Ob- 
jections in Senate. 


LOBBY. BOLD AND ACTIVE: 


Upper House Leaders Will Strive to 
Put Bill Through—Assembly 
Republicans For It. 


Special to The New York Times, 

ALBANY, March 17.—With a boldness 
vividly .recaling ‘Black Horse Cav- 
alry ’' days, the private bankers’ lobby, 
exposed in the Albany dispatches of 
THe New YORK Times last Sunday 
mcerning as. intent upon defeating the 
proposed legislation to place private 
banks under the control of the State 
Banking Department, has been operat- 
ing at the Capitol for the last twenty- 
four hours. Nor are indications lacking 
that the propaganda against enacting 
banking reforms has. made a deep im- 
pression in the legisiative halls. 

Goy. Glynn, aroused by the activity 
of the lobby, sent a-special message to 
the Legislature last: night, as told ‘in 
THE TiMps, urging immediate legisia- 
tion to preverit in the future such con- 
ditions as followed, the Henry Siegel 
bank faijure. Despite the recommenda- 
tions of the Governor, the Follock bill 
to regulate private bankers was blocked 
in the Senate to-day, when, after the 
Senate Committee on Banks had re- 
ported it with some: amendments, a 
motion was made to have it advanced 
to third reading. 

The request for the advancement of 
ee bill came from Senator Henry W. 

ollock of New York, Chairman of the 
Committee on‘ Banks. ‘The words had 
searcely left his mouth before Senator 
George F. Argetsinger,- Republican, of 
Monroe, was on his feet objecting. 

“It is very important that this bill be 
advanced at once,’’ urged Senator Pol- 
lock. .‘*I plead with the Senator that 
he do not insist that this bill go on the 
general orders calendar, with the ses- 
sion rapidly drawing to its close.” 

The general . orders calendar is a 
veritable ,grave yard for legislation at 
this stagé of a session. It is a favorite 
trick witn those who wish to bury bills 
to Nave them sert into general orders 
as a session is nearing its close. 

Senate Leader, John;>F. Murtaugh 
joined Senator Pollock -in pleasing for 
the advancement for the bill. : 

‘* Well,” said Senator Argetsinger, ‘‘I 
have never ‘been the single thorn in the 
side of a bill. I withdraw my objection.”’ 


Renewed by Another Republican. 


“*T renew it,’’ exclaimed Senator Her- 
bert P. Coats, Republican, of Franklin. 
The voice of Senator Coats is seldom 
heard in debate. This was-one of the 
longest speeches he had made at the 
present session. ; 

“The bill does not affect a single 
bank in Senator Coats’s district,’ urged 
Senator Pollock. ‘* It affects only bank- 


ers in the large cities. I see/no reason 
why the Senator should object when his 
own constituents are not involved.” 

‘““Sometimes I_ can see beyond’ the 
boundaries of my own district,’’ came 
the quick retort from Senator. Coats. 
Mr. Murtaugh again took the floor. 
He made a_personal appeal to Senator 
Coats, but in vain.:. Senator Coats de- 
clined to yield. . The bill then wént to 
the “ graveyard.” 

Senator Coats was asked after ad- 
journment to state: his reasons for ob- 
jecting. 

“TI have nothing to say on -the sub- 
ei for. publication,’” said. Senator 
oats. 


The same question was asked of Sena- 
tor Argetinger. ‘ ; 

“T madé an agreement with a member 
of the other side to oppose this bill, 
and. that agreement is binding,’ ‘he 
said. Senator Argetsinger. with a 
gesture indicated a section of the 
Senate Chamber where a number of 
Tammany Senators were seated. He 
was pressed for the identity of the 
Senators with whom. he had made the 
agreement, but would: not teil. 

Soon a report became current that it 
was Senator Christopher D. Sullivan. 
Mr. Sullivan grew indignant when told 
ef this, and summoned Senator Arget- 
singer. 

“If I have made any bargain or con- 
tract with vou, I release you from it,’’ 
Senator “Sullivan told his colleague. 
* And now call upon you ‘to state 
whether ft was me to whom you had 
reference’ in your statement. I am for 
this bill.”’ 

“‘T did not make my objection at your 
request,”’ said Senator Argetsinger. 


Senator Brown Against the Bill, 


If the proposed regulation of the pri- 
vate bankers is defeated it will be by 
Republican votes. .Minprity Leader Elon 
R. Brown of the Senate within the last 
twenty-four hours has manifested de- 
cided hostility to both -the Pollock bill 
and the bill proposed by the Van Tuy! 
Commission. The latter measure pro- 
vides for a revision of the banking laws 
in general and has aroused opposition 


in banking quarters agide from the 3 
vate bankers. The Pollock bill.provides 
for the supervision of private banks by 
the State Banking epartment and 
covers no other. phase of the subject. 

“They are applying the wrong doc- 
trine in this effort to regulate private 
bankers,” said Senator Brown to-night. 
‘“*Theyy are trying to legislate on the 
basis of a horrible example. It is all 
wrong.”’ . 

It is' understood that Senator Brown 
favors a bill to prohibit department 
stores from establishing banks in ‘con- 
nection with their business, but to leave 
the private bankers dealing with immi- 
grant depositors in New York City vir- 
tually. as free from _ supervision as 
now. it is among the latter concerns 
that agents recently are said to have 
been at work coll ng a large ‘‘ defense 
fund’’ to pay for ,* counsel services.” 
From the department stores no oppo- 
sition has been offered. 

e lobby seems to have shifted its 
activity from the Assembly to the Sen- 
ate. .The principal worker is a utility 
man for a firm of private bankers and 
note brokers who seems to have the run 
of the legislative halls. Last nfght he 
made his headquarters in the room of 
the Assembly Clerk. Another prominent, 
missionary for. the private bankers is 
the. junior member of a well-known law 
firm in New York City. 

In the Assembiy both Majority Leader 
Hinman and Assemblyman mon lL.

Senate Leader John F. Murtaugh, looked 
upon as one of the foremost lawyers of 
the Southern tier, was exceedingly cau- 
tious in the comment he made. 


Politics Behind Revision. 


While the advocates of the scheme -to

and judicial decisions in the Progressive 
Party, aS a proposal to revise the 
fundamental law of the State where 
these and kindred questions would be 
the leading issues. With a Gubernatorial 
election impending, the Democrats this 
year are trying to inject the same is- 
sues, with a view of preventing any 
possible coalition between the Republi- 
cans and the Progressives. 

“IT have not studied the Marshall 
opinion closely enough to pass upon it 
critically,’’ satd. Majority Leader. Hin- 
man, “‘ but his contention seems to me 
to be correct and: it comes supported 
by. authorities. Whether he is right or 
not, his statement casts a shadow of 
doubt upon the validity of the proposed 
special election. 

“It -would be’ intolerable to have a 
new Constitution! framed upon the un- 
steady legs of a special election of 
doubtful validity. This adds one ‘more 
reason, and a most conclusive one, for 
repealing the act calling for a special 
election, which was passed by the Leg- 
islature in the bustle of the December 
days last year.” 


Well to Avoid Constitution Tangles 


Michael Schaap, the Progressive lead-

Bad faith, as well as bad man- 
agement; is’. charged against Messrs, 
Reel, Peck, and Bensel. Nor does the 
incumbent’ escape cr:ticism, and the 
assertion is made ‘that evils existed un- 
der the Hughes commission. 

“Phe present Highway Commission- 
er, John N. Carlisle, is a political ap- 
pointee,” the report says. ‘ His subor- 
dinates are political appointees, where 
his power is not cireumscribed by civil 
cerita regulations. The executive offi- 
cers are political appomtees. The Super- 
intendents of Highways in each par- 
ticular district are political appointees. 
The conseaqtence is that if each one of 
these offcers is to be useful to the poli- 
ticians who be ape the we 
he, must employ as many

Zoline ‘said afterward that he hoped 
twenty members of the House and sev- 
eral.-Senators would use their influence 
with the department for the prisoners. 

Those applying for pardon are Frank 
M. Ryan, President of the International 
Association of Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers; Michael J.. Young, Ed- 
ward Smythe, Paul J. Morrin, Frank J. 
Higgins, T. E. Munsey, Fred Mooney, 
John H.. Batry, Peter J. Smith, George 
Anderson, William E. Reddy, Frank E. 
Painter, Henry W. Legleitner, Ernest 
W. ,Basey, Eugene A. Clancy,. Michael 
J..Hannan, William Shupe, and Michael 
Cunnahe. 

Gross unfairnéss in the conduct of the 
trial is the gravamen of charges 
brought. by the petitioners against 
Judge Anderson. The petition alleges 
that thé Judge refused to grant excep- 
tions that should haye been granted;

by CHarles G, Armstrong, a consulting 
engineer formerly employed. by’ the 
Committee on School Inquiry .of the 
Board of Estimate, in an article in Fire 
Prevention, the official organ of the 
American’ Society for Fire Prevention: 
Although officials of the Board of Edu- 
eation denied this as an alarmist asser- 
tion, an invéstigation called for by Fire 
Commissioner Robert Adamson, as soon 
as he heard of it, showed that fire or- 
ders had been. issued against’ about 500 
of the 600 to 700 public school buildirigs 
of the city by the Firé Prevention Bu- 
reau, and that save in minor details 
practically none of ‘these orders had 
been complied with.

New Building» Dangerous. 


“The old school buildings,” says Mr. 
Armstrong, “aré fire traps—all of them 
—and deadly ones. The new structures 
are’ also fire traps—all of them—if'in a 
lesser degree. ‘If the city has not been 
plunged into grief and horror by @ holo- 
caust of its pepsious charges—that. it 
has not been inflicted with the terrify- 
ing spectacle of hundreds of ‘helpless 
little. ones sacrificed. in a. furnace 
formed a few moments, it is not 
because precautions have been taken 
against the possibility of such a ca- 
tastrophe. It is because chance so ‘far 
has favored us and because we have 
an extremely efficient Fire Department. 

“In an itivestigation of the public 
schools I visited about sixty of them 
and. was shocked at the total lack of 
adequate fire prevention _ methods , in 
this the most important branch of our 
city governnfent. It is easy to under- 
stand why buildin x twenty or thirty 
years of age wares not be fireproof 
structures. It eaSy to’ understand 
why exigencies % the problem of. pro- 
viding accommodation for: the . ever- 
growing multitude of children require 
the School Department to lease an oe 
building which is not fireproof. 
is absolutely incomprehensible is that 
the new buildings i oe which the tax- 
payers’: money has been lavished with- 
out stint should offer any » possibility 
of -danger .from fire. Yet every single 
one of them doés.

MR. BLAUVELT’S POSITION. 

If Chairman BLAvuveELT of the Sen- 
ate Committee on the Judiciary will 
take the trouble to read Tue Timzs’s 
interview with Gov. GLYNN, appearing 
last Sunday, he will note that the 
Governor hinged the whole question 
of Democratic Party reform on the 
working of the primaries next Fall. 
Moreover, Mr. Guynn said that after 
conferring with the leader of the 
Senate he was assured that that body

FIELDER ‘has designated experts to 
testify at Albany to their successful 
working. Is Chairman . BLAUVELT 
afraid to hear this testimony? Is it 
planned to cut off an essential pro- 
vision of the bill and to present it to 
the Senate, if at all, in a maimed 
condition? The Governor has urged 
in & special: message the passage. of 
the bill.in its entirety. .Why should 
it be.. hamstrung, and no. hearing 
granted? e 


THE MURDER OF CALMETTE. 
HENRIETTE CarLLaux is not to be 
classed. with CHARLOTTE CoRDAY and 
JupiTH, or even with JAEL, who de- 
stroyed Sisera. As the facts connect- 
ed with the murder of CaLMETTE come 
to light it will be found that the edi- 
tor of Figaro lost his life, not only be- 
cause, in the pursuance of his duty, 
he hotly assailed the character of the 
Minister of Finance, but. because he 
had also involved himself in a quarrel 
between women. A divorced wife of 
the Cabinet Minister holds letters said 
to be incriminating, which were writ- 
ten by him to the woman who is now 
his wife, and has done murder osten- 
sibly for his sake, long before he mar- 
ried her. These letters either had 
been or were to be placed in the hands 
of CALMETTE. Unsavory social scan- 
dals are associated with this latest po- 
litical murder, the marital relations of 
CaILLAux had been complicated, and 
those of the woman now confined in 
St. Lazare equally so. In the circum- 
stances it is obvious’ that Mme. CaiL- 
Laux has not heroically sacrificed her- 
self for a noble motive, and that a de- 
sire to protect her husband from the 
attacks of his political enemies was 
not the principal object of her crime. 
Nevertheless, the immediate political 
consequences of her action have been 
disastrous, and worse may follow. 
CartLaux, who on Monday, ‘in spite, of 
the grave charges against his integ- 
rity, was admittéd to be the strongest 
member of the Government, is now 
out of officé and disgraced, guarded 
by the police from the anger of the 
mob. The Cabinet of M. DoumMERGUE 
has been reorganized, but while the 
Ministry cannot be held responsible 
for the cruel and cowardly murder of 
an editor for courageously performing 
his public duty according to his lights, 
its existence ‘hereafter will be beset 
with new difficulties, and it has had 
‘enough to contend with, and its early 
dissolution is not unlikely. “There can 
‘be no attempt now at suppression of 
the facts concerning the public career 
of CaILLAux, while the whole unsavory 
scandal of his marital relations and 
those of his latest wife, whom he mar- 
ried while he was ‘Premier, will: be 
spread before the public,’ Clearly the, 
woman who is responsible could have 
had ‘no vision of the ‘result ‘of her 
crime, which has brought disaster ‘to 
the husband she professed to be pro- 
tecting, upon herself, and her country.

THE COMPENSATION APPOINTEES 

As a representative of labor pure 
and simple, Gov. GLYNN’ could have 
made no better appointment to the 
Workmen’s Compensation Commission 
than JoHN MITCHELL, 
has the confidence of the labor unions, 
he was a member of the commission 
appointed by Gov. HuGuess to investi- 
gate the subject before drafting legis- 
lation,-and his: probity is attested by 
the respect and consfderation accorded 
him by employers in their dealings 
with the unions. Mr. Ropert EF. 
DowlLinG, as Chairman of the new 
commission, Has. behind him a good 
record in places of trust and responsi- 
bility, and he is well regarded as a 
business man. 

The fact that Mr. DowLIne@ and Dr. 
THoMAS DARLINGTON are identified 
with Tammany Hall is not adduced 
against them when their past activities 
are noted. Dr. DARLINGTON was a@ capa- 
ble Health Commissioner of this city, 
with reforms in the department to his 
credit; he has made a special study 
of health conditions in labor camps 
and in factories: and great industrial 
plants. Ex-Senator J. MarHEw WAIN- 
WRIGHT is a Republican, and his ap- 
pointment by Gov. GLYNN is due to his 
very efficient and painstaking work 
as head of the Hughes investigating 
commission. Prof. WooDRuFF of Cor- 
nell, or, if he fails to accept the Gov- 
ernor’s offer of appointment, Prof. 
SEAGER of Columbia, will complete ac- 
ceptably the personnel of the Commis- 
sion. These men should make a cred- 
itable beginning in the administration 
of a law that is new. 








THE PHILIPPINES SERVICE. . 

There is no real conflict in the testi- 
mony of Secretary ANSON PHELPS 
Stoxes of Yale and that of Mr. DEAN 
C. WoRcCESTER in their letters to THE 
Times, the one asserting on official 
information that Gov. HARRISON has 
made but thirty-three appointments 
to the Philippines service and but six- 
teen of Filipinos;, the other that 361 
white Americans have been put out of 
office and as many Filipinos installed. 
Gov. HARRISON’s appointments were of 
high officials, the.rest were made -by 
office heads. But ‘the impression 
sought to be conveyed by Mr. SToKEs’s 
informant was erroneous. The filling 
of the civil service in the Philippines 
with unfit men has gone further than 
the’ people have been informed at 
Washington, 5 

A policy that puts natives at the 
heads of many bureaus and offices 
and permits them to throw out by the 
wholesale subordinates of proved effi- 
ciency for men who have never had 
any responsibility in the Government 
is not good for the civil service of the 
Philippines. If natives are to be bro- 
ken into the minor offices, it would 
be the part of common prudence to 
keep at the head of each department 
capable American administrators until 
the new force is trained. Something 
may, indeed, be said for the doctrine 
of teaching to swim by casting the in- 
dividual into the water, but it will not 
do to let a whole people strangle in 
this way. There is a natatory science 
that obviates the danger. Likewise 
the science of self-government can be 
taught without undue risks incurred. 
It seems to us that President Wiison 
might profitably: instruct Gov. HakR- 
Rison to modify his policy on the side 
of safety. 


THE MANNING OF LIFEBOATS. 

That all. vessels except those on 
rivers and harbors shall have life- 
boats, excluding liferafts, enough to 
accommodate every passenger and 
the crews, 'and that each shall be 
manned with at least “two able sea- 
men” is an objectionable provision 
of the Seamen’s bill which the House 
Committee on Merchant Marine has 
stricken out. It. is not needed. An 
able seaman is defined as one with 
three ‘years’ experience on deck at: 
sea or on the great lakes. The Sea- 
men’s Union suggested to Senator La 
FoLLette that. he ..include the  pro- 
vision in the bill, in order that their 
union might be strengthened, without 
regatd to the safety of the public or 
the well-being of the men who man 
lifeboats: 

Two. trained lifeboatmen for each 
boat are not enough. The able sea- 
men, if hired for this purpose only— 
and the bill specifically forbade their 
engaging in.any other work—would be 
idle and consequently shiftiess save in

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


There will be, of 
course, some sympathy 
Unduly with the. annoyance 
which Dr. JosmpH A, 

Irascible. Brake - felt, and with 
the resentment which he expressed, at 
finding himself surrounded, on his ar- 
rival in London, by reporters who 
pressed him with questions about mat- 
ters beli¢ved by him to be of purely pri- 
vate concern. The experience was un- 
doubtediy unpleasant for a man under 
no obligation to, disclose. to the public 
his plans as to future residence and 
practice and asking only to be let alone. 

The doctor’s: grievance, however, 
though real enough, in a way, was large- 
ly of-his own ‘creating, and nothing that 
has: happened of late justified his char- 
acterization of the New York papers as 
**rotten.’’ His name has, indeed, been 
frequently printed in connections not 
conducive to his satisfaction, but this 
was done as the result of court proceed- 
ings which it is the duty as well as the 
privilége of the newspapers to record, 
and it was done by most of them with a 
consideration for the feelings of the 
eminent surgeon and of others that it 
would have been wise as well as gra- 
cious for him to recognize. 

As for what happened in London, Dr. 
Brake had only himself to thank.. He 
chose to sail from this city under an as- 
sumed name, thereby quite needlessly 
creating a mystery that to the reporto- 
rial mind invited investigation not less 
strongly than naturally. Of course he 
was discovered, and of course the ques- 
tions which he refused to answer here 
were repeated at the first opportunity. 

And those questions were by no means 
as impudent as Dr. Brake thought and 
said. On the contrary, they were ex- 
actly the inquiries that would have been 
addressed to any man of his distinction 
on sailing for Europe. Ninety-nine 
times out of a hundred the legitimacy 
of the interest underlying them would 
have been realized, the compliment they 
conveyed would have been appreciated,

.and the answers to them would have 


been prompt, full, and courteous. Why 
they were so differently received in this 
instance’ can. easily be understood, but 
the difference was not the fault of the 
newspapers or their representatives. 

The right to obscurity is not, as Dr. 
BLAKE assumes, inalienable, nor is pub- 
licity. only for those who want it and 
when they want it. He lost that right, 
first, when he made himself one of the 
shining lights of American medicine; 
and he Jost it again™ when he became 
involved in litigation which ‘can fairly 
enough be described as deserving of gen- 
eral attention. 


Of the two Inspec- 
tors of Steam Ves- 
sels on whom. was 

sas imposed the task of 
Responsibility. investigating the col- 
lision between the Monroe and the Nan- 
tasket§ one places all responsibility. for 
the accident and its‘resulting deaths on 
the commander of the Nantasket and his 
officers, while the other.declares that 
Capt. JoHNsSON of the’ Monroé+was to 
blame for it, because he did not reduce 
speed in the fog or use his wireless telé- 
graph for the protéction of his ship. 

This disagreement of the experts will 
be confusing to the public mind, and the 
chances are that from it many will draw 
the inference that neither of the Cap- 
tains showed all of the care and skill 
justly expected.from men in their posi- 
tion. And that, as a matter of fact, 
was made fairly obvious by the first 
accounts of the disaster. Both of these 
vessels were equipped with the modern 
facilities for intercommunication. Each 
could have known definitely of the 
other’s proximity, and the dangers. inci- 
dental to -traversing a fog resting on 
much-frequented waters were certainly 
known to everybody on the two steam- 
ers. And they came together at such 
speed that the one receiving the blow 
broadside went te the bottom in a few 
minutes. 

But nobody expects all possible precau- 
tions to be taken at sea, any more than 
elsewhere, for to do that would be as 
ineempatible with navigation as with the 
other activities of life. Only reasonable 
eaution is expected, and whether or not 
that was shown is the question at issue 
in this instance. The occurrence of the 
collision almost, but not. quite, proves 
that due care was lacking. Such acci- 
dents will happen while sea Captains and 
their subordinates, like other men, re- 
main fallible and imperfect, and that 
will be for a long time to come. 

A point on which the two experts agree 
is as to the conduct of Capt.: JoHNson’ 
after the collision. They say that while 
his personal efforts to save lives were 
commendable, as such, het would have 
been better employed had he intrusted 
the actual work of rescue to his subordi- 
nates, and performed, instead of neglect- 
ing, the duty of attending to what the 
Inspectors call ‘‘ matters of more impor- 
tance.”* By that, of course, they mean 
that it is not for a Captain to do, but 
to oversee and direct doing by others. 
They are charitable in not calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the most unusual 
course followed by Capt. JoHNson had, 
whether so intended or not, the effect 
of assuring his own safety. Instead of 
being the last, he was among the first, 
to quit his ship.

fered to run a race with the doctor, who 
was somewhat corpulent! 

But, no! Personally, I’ believe [ 
should’ have. been sent to your Home 
(wherever it may be) for. Destitute 
Cripples had -not my nephew come 
along. And he,-a charming young ras- 
cal, who.doesn’t do a hand’s turn for his 
living, was held sponsor for me, who 
have earned my own for years, And 
why? 

Because he was a man and I am a 
woman. 

It is the woman’s part to forgive the 
man; so I forgive the United States of 
America, though in my heart of hearts 
I believe the President ought to apolo- 
gize to me. 

My. object in this letter is not, how- 
ever, all personal. A duty is laid on 
me; the duty of warning you that re- 
vision in your rules is urgently needed. 

During my detention I had the privi- 
lege of listening to the examination of 
the third-class passengers. One, a 
girl, said she was coming out to be 
married. 

“When did you last hear from your 
young man?” came the question in a 
loud voice. 

The poor child blushed erimson and 
whispered. 

‘“‘Where's your money? Show it me!”

My friend Mr. Louis Marshall is just- : 


ly esteemed for his high character, his 
ability and hig legal learning, and es- 
teclally as an expert upon the subjett 
of constitutional law. Indeed, in this 
last particular his latest achievement 
stirred the people of the State to re-/ 
action, for by an overwhelming vote 
they adopted the constitutional amend- 
ment overruling his successful argument 
in the Ives case. 

In his letter published’ in THE Times 
this morning Mr. Marshall exposes him- 
self again to a popular reversal. No 


one, not even he, can really believe that, 


if in April the people should vote for 
@ convention and in November,’ 1914, 
should select the delegates, and in No-| 
vember, 1915, should adopt a Constitution 
recommended by such delegates, any 
court in the world would ‘feel justified 
in setting. aside the manifestation of 
the popular will merely because a regis- 
tration completed in October, 1913, was 
Permitted to be revised upon the ninth 
day instead of upon the tenth day be- 
fore the election in April, 1914. The 
power of the people in an orderly and 
deliberate manner to express its will is 
not subject to defeat by the considera- 
tions which in the cage of mere statu- 
tory limitations are rative upon in- 
dividual transactions, as “in the several 
cases cited by Mr. Marshall. 

None of those cases was decided or 
is to be interpreted under the general 
rule applicable to a statute of which 
the constitutionality is always to be 
upheld if possible. Mr. Marshall recog- 
nizes that a fraction of Saturday, March 
28, is ten days before a fraction of 
Tuesday, April 7, and it is well estab- 
lished that ‘‘common: sense and com- 
mon justice sustain the propriety of con- 
sidering fractions of a day whenever 
it will promote the purposes of substan- 
tial justice,’ 

The statute criticised by Mr. Marshall 
may properly be regarded as a legisla- 
tive interpretation of the clause of the 
Constitution requiring/the completion of 
the registration ten days before the 
election. Such a construction by the 
Legislature is entitled to respectful ccn- 
sideration, and such construction cer- 
tainly will be given if necessary to sup- 
port the people's ratification of the Con- 
stitution. The question, of course, 
would be of consequence only in case 
of such ratification, for were a new 
constitution to be rejected in. 1915 the 
insufficiency of any election or proceed- 
ing prior to such rejection would be 
wholly immaterial. 

The reasons for ascribing to the people 
the power to pass upon:its own organic 
law irrespective of previous technicali- 
ties. were stated cogently and ‘finally 
by Mr. Charles O’Conor in November, 
1874, when technical questions were 
raised as to we adoption of the amend- 
ments of A t year, He stood, as 
should wish to stand, for ihe plenary 
power of the people when acting finally. 
= adoption of a Constitution proposed 
by a convention of delegates elected b 
the people in substantial compliance with 
the provisions of the Constitution. This 
question is to be determined not as in 
Mr.. Marshall’s cited cases against the 
Justices of Shropshire or the Salisbury 
Town Clerk, but in the Grand Assize 
of the People of the State.

lf at Work Must Be S Be Sought Out by 
Marrying Men. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


Well educated, self-supporting,. unmarried, 
and a woman—thé combination seems indis- 
soluble, often. Perhaps it i’ “because: the 
man, being hard to convince that women are 
not all alike, still believes that all college 
educated women are strorg-minded, mascu- 
line, unyielding, unsympathetic, undomestic, 
and nothing more. 

But from observation I should say that the 
reason lies not in the undesirability of the 
woman, nor in the lack of perception of the 
man, so much as in the circumstances of the 
woman's life, if she lives in a large city. 
Her inaccessibility, as compared with the. 
other two classes of young women (those of 
little education and no means, and those of 
the leisure class, with or without educa- | 
tion) is a barrier that hinders propinqguity, 
which they.say is fatal to bachelorhood, 

The ‘woman with ‘higher’ education 
seldom has the advantage of home life for en- 
tertaining men and proving her domesticity. 
She probably does not encourage social rela- 
tions during business: hours: Her too brief 
evénings, after days spent as a man spends 
his, in é¢arning a living, must be devoted to 
the small duties of a woman, such as letter 
writing, sewing, errands. If her salary war- 
rants hiring some one to do these es, for 
her; she still has too little time for reading, 
lectures, concerts, theatres, and the few 
calls that she feelg obliged to make. Unless 
she is unusually. strong physically she cannot 
spend more than one evening a week in 
lighter social functions that avail little but 
joy 
them. Her vacations even do not give her 
freedom, for if she is fortunate enough to 

ve a home and family she devotes some 
time to them, perhaps in a place where she 
has outgrown her school friends and is not 
likely to meet new men. 

She is perhaps a prize, but not to be won 
without an.effort; and unless the’ man has 
foresight enough to believe her ‘‘ worth hav- 
ing’’ she does not appear “worth going 
after,’’ when other attractions and dinres.

LOIS EWELL IN TITLE ROLE’ 


Performance Has Features of Ex- 
cellence—Louis Kreidier as Se- 
bastiano—Szendrei Conducts. 


Conductor, Alfred "Bzendrel. 


The Century Opera Company made 
another rather venturesome experiment 
last evening when it produced for the 
first time ‘‘ Marta of the Lowlands,”’ 
an English version of Hugen d’Albert’s 
opera, “ Tiefland.” One reason why the 
experiment was venturesome is that the 
opera in-its original form was given in 
the season of 1908-9 at the Metropolitan 
Opera House and failed .to win the ap- 
proval of its audiences, It was given 
four.times in that season, and never 
again. Yet it was heard in an admirable 
performance presented by an excellent 
cast; it had the prestige of a great and 
recent success in Germany, and adapta- 
tions of the Spanish drama on which 
it is based had been previously heard in 
New York. 

In. “ Marta of the Lowlands ’”’ the com- 
poser has hardly succeeded in making 
the. music an essential part of the 
drama; .it. seems rather superimposed 
upon it. In not a few passages it is 
irrelevant to what. goes on upon the 
stage; in. others the musical declama- 
tion is superfluous, and the spoken word 
would count for as much. The orches- 
tral. part is largely made up of a num- 
ber of themes that are not so much de- 
veloped. as repeated and juxtaposed, 
with an effect often fragmentary. Nor 
is there great originality, or the personal 
utterance of the composer in this music. 
The voices of some of d’Albert’s prede- 
céssors and contemporaries are heard 
in it frequently.. There are passages 
that justify themselves. The introduc- 
tion and the opening measures of the 
prologue upon the mountain top convey 
the impression of the time and the place 
and give an atmosphere. The orchestral 
interlude that connects the prologue 
with the first act has color and vivid- 
ness. Some of the frankly melodious 
passages for the voice are effective, 
especially the impassioned duet between 
Marta, and Pedro in.the. last act, the 
dance. song of Sebastiano in that act, 


maidens, and the choruses are, many of 
them, spirited. / 

The drama that this music is to il- 
lustrate is rather a. depressing “ prob- 
lem.play,’’ in which villainy and_ in- 
genuous innocence are brought to a 
struggle, with the victory for innocence. 
The: opera is not a very favorable spec- 
imen for performance in English: uch 
of the text is commonplace and un- 
imaginative, and cannot well be other- 
wise in any translation; and the inev- 
itable inponsruity. of singing such text 
is enhanced. It may also be said that 
certain 8 prom, tan are ho. ge ag with 
ng prey boars ranknes:

The. scenery was that used. in the 
Metropolitan five years ago and was 
handsome... The really beautiful first 
set; however, fitted the smaller a 
badty, and was disfigured by unintelli- 
gent lighting. A pause was wisely 
made between the prologue and the 
first act. Played as the composer di- 
rects,, without a pause,’ they last to- 
gether, an hour and a’ half, and the 
audience becotes indifferent to the fate 
of the inauspiciously wedded couple. 
Thére was a. very considerable audience 
last evening which was not indifferent, 
but whose. interest -was’ apparently 
aroused and sustained by the opera.

LIFE AND ACCIDENT POLICIES 

very One from Offictals to Office 

{Boys Is Included in National 
Bank of Commerce’s Scheme. 


'The National Bank of Commerce in 
New. York anriounced yesterday that it 
had put into operation a plan of «pen- 
sions, life insurance and disability in- 
surance for the benefit of its employes, 
which has been adopted by its Directors 
after a year’s study of Kindred pians ‘in 
force. in this country and in. Europe. 
The plan is régarded by the Directors 
as simpler and more favorable to em- 
ployes* than: any.other known ;to: them. 
* While the. plan has something in com- 
mon ‘with’ most of those studied, it has 
three notable features, among others, 
that make it unique, so far as the Di- 
fectors have been able to learn. . Each 
pension is computed from the aggregate 
Salary of the beneficiary during the 
éntire time of his employment; disabil- 
ity insvrarce is provided regardless of 
the cause of disability or the length of 
serviee and none of the employes will 
contribute a cent to pension and insur- 
‘ance funds. The'‘plan is also unusual in 
its “inclusiveness, every clerk .and of- 
ficer of the bank being made d@ bene- 
ficiary. The office buys are classed as 
clerks. 

The pension plan provides that every 
clerk and officer of the bank may retire, 
with the consent of. the Board of Direc- 


tors, at the age or 60, or shall retire at 
‘the age of: 65, unless formally requested | 
by the Directors to remain ionger in 
} their service. Upon retirement under 
any of these conditions the . employe 
shall receive for life an annual :pension 
équal to 2 per cent. of his aggregate sal- 
ary while in the continuous service of 
the bank, no matter how long or’ short 
his services may have béen. 

Thus, if a man begins in the bank as 
a clerk on a salary of $40 a month and: 
continues in the employment’ of the 
bank for twenty-five years: before 
teaching his sixtieth year, he may re- 


‘ficer-and clerk and the pau 





tire on <n annual pension: of 2 per cent. 
of the total amount of money the” bank'| 
has paid him in all of: the twenty-five’ 
years of his service. 

In the case of a man whose promo- 
tions and .increases in pay had: been’ 
somewhat below the ~~. this total, 
would be, according to R. Hutchins, 
Jr., Vice President of the bank,-$70,000,- 
in Jehich case the man would receive 
$1,400-a year for life after his ‘retire- 
ment. This annuity, it is estimated, is! 
about the lowest that will be paid to 
any man who has worked in the bank 
as long as Sy ange -five years. The 
maximum pension that will be paid to 
any one is $5,000 a year.
